HE ceremonies for the four-cent 
T Echo I Communications for 

Peace stamp were held on De- 
‘eember 15, 1960, in the Postmaster 
'General’s Reception Room, Post Of- 
tfice Department, Washington, D. C. 
‘They were the most impressive of 
any first day ceremonies we have 
ever witnessed, and were attended 
by a most distinguished group, in- 
cluding top personnel in space ex- 
perimentation. Among these were 
the Hon. T. Keith Glennan, Admini- 
trator of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration; General 
Thomas D. White, Chief of Staff, 
Air Force, who incidentally is a 
stamp collector; General George H. 
Decker, Chief of Staff, Army; Fred- 
erick W. Ford, Chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
and other members of the

In opening the dedication cere- 
monies Mr. Summerfield referred to 
the more rapid transmission of 
communications between all the 
peoples of the world as one of our 
most basic goals. In commemorating 
the successful launching of Echo I 
on August 12, 1960, with this stamp, 
he said, the Department was hon- 
oring the American scientists of the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration who pioneered in the 
establishment of a global communi- 
cation system. 

He mentioned that Echo I is a 
“fragile balloon with aluminum- 
eoated plastic walls about one-half 
the thickness of the wrapping on a 
package of cigarettes.” 

Mr. Summerfield recalled other 
historic chapters “in the long evo- 
lution of our progress since the ear- 
liest days of the cave men in speed- 
ing up the interchange of communi- 
cations.” 

After recalling primitive means of 
signal communications, such as in 
the days of the ancient Persians, 
and the American Indian’s smoke 
signals, Mr. Summerfield spoke of 
the famed Pony Express, which is 
celebrating its centennial this year, 
and the contribution made by the 
Post Office Department by the de- 
velopment of our air mail service. 
Then so recently as in the past two 
years, when the Post Office Depart- 
ment demonstrated the feasibility of 
using communciations satellites for 
the relay of facsimile mail, photo- 
graphs, teletype messages, and tele- 
phone calls. 

“Operating communication satel- 
lites, which the advent of Echo I 
makes practical, can come none too 
soon,” he commented. “Experts from 
the communications industry esti- 


mate that the number of overseas — 


messages to and from the United 


- States will increase from over three 


million this year to SUE 100 oe 


lion by 1980.”

“In this endeavor NASA will ex- 
plore, with the cooperation of Amer- 
ican industry, the main technological 
approaches and progress to support 
promising private proposals on a 
eost-reimbursable basis, making 
available launch vehicles and sites, 
tracking facilities and technical as- 
sistance. 

“NASA will continue its efforts 
in this field long enough to ensure 
private development of a commer- 
cially feasible system. 

“We must realize, however, that 
a system of communications satel- 
lites will not be developed overnight. 
There are many problems to be 
solved. Hardware must be perfected, 
international agreements worked 
out, and frequencies allocated. 

“For these reasons, as well as

life and who has studied Post Of- 
fice history, the writer believes he 
is qualified to appraise these accom: 
plishments under Mr. Summerfield, 
and unqualifiedly to attest that more 
has been done to modernize the 
Department in the period of his ad- 
ministration than was achieved in 
the previous 100 years.

EDWIN E. ELKINS 


jt WAS a great shock to his many 

friends to learn that Edwin.E. Elkins, 
well-known collector of the New York 
area, had died of a heart attack on Tues- 
day night, December 21, 1960. Only 
the evening before he had attended a 
gathering of the Flatbush Philatelic Club, 
where he has been active many years, 
and had particularly commented upon 
how well he felt. 


‘Mr. Elkins and his wife Nan were well 
known in philatelic circles from Maine 
to Florida and from New York to Cali- 
fornia. They were ardent workers in phil- 
atelic activities for many years wherever 
and whenever their services were needed. 

Mr. Elkins started to collect stamps 
as a boy. In 1904 he became a messenger 
for the Produce Exchange Bank, and 
later became associated with the Chase 
National Bank, with which institution 
he remained until his retirement a few 
years ago. 

During both world wars he devoted a 
large part of his spare time to the sale 
of Liberty and Wer Bonods, and in the 
second world war, both he and Nan 
worked with the American Red Cross. 
They visited various hospitals, giving 
stamps to servicemen and exhibiting and 
discussing their stamp collections. During 
the second world war Eddie sold $1,- 
770,000 worth of War Bonds, which he 
placed through the Chase National Bank. 

He was the recipient of many cups, 
medals, and trophies for his philatelic 
collections, including such important in- 
ternational and national shows as TI- 
PEX, CAPEX, CIPEX, FIPEX, SOJEX, 
S.P.A., and A.P.S. He was one of the 
moving factors in the BALISEA shows, 
held in Brooklyn for a number of years 
prior to the second world war, and was 
chairman of the annual event for nine 
years. He held membership in many na- 
tional and local stamp societes. 

Eddie will be greatly missed by his 
host of friends, and the philatelic world 
has lost another of its most devoted sons. 

Funeral services were held on Friday, 
December 23rd. He is survived by a 
son, Norman.

U. S. 24c Airmail Invert 
Brings Record $9,200 


By Raymond H. Weill 


he the auction sale December 14-16, 
1960, of the T. Charlton Henry collec- 
tion, held by Hanmer, Rooke & Co., Inc., 
New York, a copy of the U. S. 24c air- 
mail invert brought the astounding price 
of $9,200.00. Only a few months ago a 
copy of this stamp brought the previous 
record of $6,400.00. 

While the T. Charlton Henry collection 
of United States Stamps sold by Harmer, 
Rooke & Co., Inc. set many price records, 
its significance to the Stamp market can 
also be found in the prices brought by 
relatively low priced stamps. 


The 24¢ invert 
which brought 
$9,200.00 


The collection was put together by 
Major T. Charlton Henry of Philadelphia, 
who died in 1936. Apparently Major 
Henry was ahead of his time, for the 
uniformly choice quality of his specimens 
agrees more with current tastes than the 
standards of twenty-five years ago. 

If prices realized in this Harmer, Rooke 
auction are to be expected in the future, 
the quotations in the 1961 Scott Cata- 
logue, which only recently was released, 
are already subject to general increases.

Mrs. Hagel Kavlick, a writer of 
children’s stories and an aviation 
enthusiast, was my hostess in Reno.

It was a big philatelic ga- 
thering, which enabled me to meet 
some new acquaintances as well as 
to renew the ones I had met on 
my first visit to Chicago. The sharp- 
eyed candid camera of Dr. Charles 
D. Sneller was capturing many 
truly candid shots. His photographs 
are famous for their true portrayal 
of personality and their lack of 
“posed” quality, and it was interest- 
ing to see him at work. 


From Chicago I made a return 
trip to Dayton, then on to Cleve- 
land, Buffalo, and New York. On 
that journey I met George A. Blizil, 
international representative of the 
American Philatelic Society, and en- 
joyed a stay with the Blizils. While 
in Buffalo I talked by telephone 
with Sister Fidelma, curator of the 
Cardinal Spellman collection at Re- 
gis College, and the next day saw 
me in Boston instead of New York, 
as had been planned.

His profound knowledge of this field 
made it an exceptionally intriguing 
philatelic evening. 

While in New York I was inter- 
viewed by Walter Law of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting System, and this 
was tape-recorded for Mr. Law’s 
program for the Washington Press, 
which goes on every Saturday. I 
also did a recording, by request of 
Mr. Bruns, for the Voice of Amer- 
ica. 

My trip to the United States 
wound up with a visit to George 
Moffitt, another long-standing col- 
lecting friend I had met by mail. 

From New York I was flying to 
Glasgow, Scotland, and as the an- 
nouncement came over the public 
address system of the Scandinavian 
Airlines at the airport that their 
DCsJet Flight was departing, my 
heart skipped a few beats. I could 
not help but feel sad that I was 
leaving behind -me that wonderful 
country of democracy—the United 
States of America—and my only so- 
lace was that I soon would be back 
again with my wife Kusum, my son 
Manish, and the rest of my family 
and friends at home. As the plane 
turned down the runway and in 
my heart I said farewell to this

“OF CONFEDERATE STATES 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 
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Hungarian Stamps and History 


By DR. WILLIAM SOLYOM FEKETE 


(This is the second in a series of ar- 
ticles on this subject.) 


NE of the great princes of 
O Transylvania was Gabriel 

Bethlen (Nos. B106, 108, 
109), who took up arms against 
Emperor Ferdinand in defense of 
the liberties and constitution of the 
extra-Transylvanian parts of Hun- 
gary. In the peace negotiations after 
a victorious war, Bethlen secured 
freedom for the Protestant religion 
throughout the entire country. 


At the same time, Peter Cardinal 
Pazmany, primate of Hungary, 
(Nos. 492, 494, 495) led a move- 
ment to bring Hungarians back to 
Catholicism through education. The 
fruit of his efforts was the founda- 
tion the first Hungarian University 
at Nagyszombat in 1635 (Nos. 493, 
496, 497). 

At the end of the 17th century the 
joint Austrian, Hungarian, and Po- 
lish armies drove out the Turks, 
and the Capital of Hungary, the 
Fortress of Buda, was liberated in 
1686 (Nos. 498-502). The Austrian 
aid in freeing the country proved 
costly, because it was followed by 
oppression from Vienna, which dis- 
regarded the nation’s constitutional 
rights. The Hungarians resisted, as

they have every oppression, and in 
1703 the War of Independence broke 
out (Nos. 1043-1047), but was un- 
successful and its leader Francis 
Rakoczy II, (Nos. 487-491, 607) 
was forced into exile. 


The nation’s struggle for obser- 
vance of constitutional rights con- 
tinued through peaceful means and 
resistance. The main battlefields 
were the assemblies of the autono- 
mous counties, where the most im- 
portant debates took place, and 
where the leaders of the nation, 
Count Stephen Szechenyi (Nos: 472, 
573), Francis Deak (No. 473), and 
Louis Kossuth (Nos. 475, 624, 1016, 
1018) asserted the demands of the 
people. 

The growth of modern national- 
ism and liberalism in western Eu- 
rope during the first half of the 
19th century was welcomed eagerly 
among the Hungarians, and after a 
successful revolution on March 15th, 
1848 (Nos. 829-839), the new laws 
established a government responsi- 
ble to the Parliament and swept 
away the remainders of medieval 
institutions. The liberal and nation- 
alist movement was opposed by the 
Austrian imperial court, which sent 
troops to crush the insurrection. The

Hungarian nation, under the leader- 
ship of Louis Kossuth, fought the 
Freedom War (Nos. 914-916, 990- 
995) heroically, and defeated the 
Austrian troops, but could not de- 
fend herself against the Russian 
Army sent by Czar Nicholas to help 
Austria, which outnumbered the 
Hungarian forces by far. 


The defeat of 1849 was followed 
by nineteen years of absolutism, 
after which in 1867 the nation and 
the sovereign concluded a comprom- 
ise which restored the Hungarian 
constitution, and Francis Joseph 
was crowned King of Hungary. 


The country was drawn into 
World War I on the side of Ger- 
many and Austria. The consequence 
was the loss of 70 percent of its 
territory (75,000 out of 110,000 
square miles) by the Peace Treaty 
of Trianon, which the United States 
never ratified. 


Between the two world wars 
Hungary was governed by Regent 
Nicholaus Horthy (Nos. 437-441, 
525-527, 556, 570-573, 597-599), and 
parliamentary government was _ re- 
stored. The Treaty of Trianon 
roused great opposition in Hungary, 
mostly because large groups of 
Hungarians came under foreign 
jurisdiction without being granted 
a plebiscite as promised by Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. 


Hitler’s Germany and the Fascist 
Italy drew Hungary into their alli- 
ance during World War II by prom- 
ising the restoration of the former 
boundaries, which promise was part- 
ly kept by the two Vienna decisions 
(Nos. 535-536, 558). 

The first Vienna decision is me- 
morable from the philatelic point 
of view, vecause a major error was 
found among the stamps commemo- 
rating the return of the northern — 
part of the territories severed at 
the end of World War I. In 1938 a 
set of fourteen stamps had been is- 
sued to commemorate the 900th an- 
niversary of the death of Saint Ste- 
phen, first king of Hungary (Nos. — 
511-524). On December 1 of the 
same year two values of the above 
set, the 20 and 70 fillers, were issued 
in changed colors and with an over- | 
print “Hazateres, 1938”, which 


means “Homecoming, 1938” (Nos. 


_ December » 1960. a STA se F 


_ $35-536). The original color of the 

70 fillers value was olive green on 
bluish paper; the color of No. 536 
was brown on white paper. In a 
small village postal station, called 
Nagymanya, two sheets of 100 of 
the 70 fillers value in brown color 
were found without the overprint. 
After the discovery of the error, the 
remainders of the sheets were im- 
mediately withdrawn, and reportedly 
destroyed by the government, but 
about 40-60 copies had already been 
sold, any of which now commands 
a price of about $500.00. 


On the demand of Germany and 
Italy, and only after the Soviet 
Union was involved, Hungary en- 
tered World War II, but Hungarian 
troops were never engaged in mili- 
tary activities against western ar- 
mies. 

At the end of World War II, the 
worst inflation in world history took 
place in Hungary. To illustrate the 
degree of inflation, it is sufficient to 
point out, that after twenty months, 
on August 1, 1946, when the new 
currency, the Forint, was _ intro- 
duced, one Forint was made equal 
to 400,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000 (four hundred  octillion) 
pengoes. During such an inflation 

_ the issuance of stamps could hardly 
_ keep pace with the ever-increasing 
_ postal rates. There were 158 regu- 
lar postage stamps issued during 
_ this period, not including the com- 
- memoratives issued during the same 
time. The denominations were 
changed several times; the postal 
administration tried to avoid new 
‘issues by using overprints indicat- 
ie the type of mail (local, domes- 
letter, postcard, parcel, etc.) for 
which the stamps were valid (Nos. 
1-815), but this did not work in 
actice, and finally the adopengo 
xpengo) was invented, the rate 
which in relation to the original 
urrency was published daily (Nos.

TurKEy—Among the issues of the 
past ten years I have recommended many 
in this column, and all have made good. 
It can be said that no issues with a the- 
matic background remain passive, regard- 
less of the country of origin, and Turkey 
is mo exception. Scott #960-962, 986- 
989, 1020-1023, 1043-1046a, 1079-1082, 
1090-110la, 1127-1129, 1130-1133, 1158- 
1159, 1160-1162, 1209, 1217-1218, 1436- 
1437, 1440, RA101-108, RA183-185, are 
all stamps which should be bought now 
at best for your collection of modern 
Turkey. Today’s market prices for these 
issues will look like bargains in a year 
or two from now. I would especially 
call attention to 1079-82, and 1209, as

items still within the reach of many who 
will likely find them beyond their purses 
if they wait. The supplies of these issues 
in Turkey are almost zero because hardly 
any dealer in Turkey can afford to stock 
stamps in great numbers at this time. 
We can only depend on stocks found 
outside Turkey, leftovers from new issues 
services. The chance of finding RA139- 
146 for full Scott valuation, for instance, 
is very slim. It has become extremely 
elusive in the past few years, and there 
are many who would be willing to spend 
up to double Scott’s price, but will be 
unsuccessful, because this set is just not 
around for the asking.

$15.00 a set, if and when available. 't 
seems to be very scarce, and the only 
place from which any seem to be coming 
through is London. Although already 
well up in price, it is still recommended 
to be bought at best. Price changes which 
make philatelic news often do not surprise 
the trade, and some others among them 
follow. 


GERMANY—Scott #670-685 has gone 
up in the December Journal from $22.12 
to $42.25, and this is a set that dealers 
are trying to buy at $25.00. Scott #714, 
many times mentioned here (the 50pf. 
gray Heuss), has gone up from $1.00 to 
$5.00 in one jump! A more realistic 
valuation and overdue for more than a 
year. 


PERSIA — Scott 995-998, the World 
Forestry commemorative of 1954, is up 
from $6.10 to $9.75, and even at this 
new evaluation is still umderpriced. 


SWITZERLAND— #576-577 has doubled in 
price from $1.00 to $2.00. TurKEy— 
#1130-1133 is up from $10.00 to $16.00; 
and C9-11, C18, have also been raised 
to more realistic evaluations, 


In my view all these issues will con- 
tinue to go up, and none can be bought 
at half-Scott; you will have to pay full- 
Scott for many of them, and if you are 
interested in any of these issues for your 
collection, early action is advisable.
